There will be seven categories of awards that night: The best consistent 
reporting on foreign affairs for Press, Radio, and Television; the best Press, 
Radio, and Photographic interpretations of foreign news; the best consistent 
reporting of domestic or U.N. news which has an effect on foreign affairs, and 
the George Polk Memorial Award for courage in foreign reporting. 


It is expected that 1200 people will attend. 


The Club is operating on a shoestring, and through Ed Murrow is trying to 
get free television and radio coverage of the affair, but so far has no definite 
commitment from any of the networks. 


COLLIER'S is preparing the program for the Club. 


The president of the organization is Bob Considine. Fleur Cowler is on 
the Board of Governors, and is also chairman of the speaker's committee. She 
is assisted by Catherine Cravens, who is doing the active work, and who may 
phone Mr. Dulles's office today to sea if he has acted on their request. 


Mrs. Connett said that Judge Allman saw Mr. Dulles last night in New York 
at the Riverside Church and it was Judge Aliman's belief that Mr. Dulles would 
come if he were in the United States on April 19.
